Washington, July 71.— This gov­ 
ernment 
expects 
a 
favorable re­ 
sponse from all five notions 
which 
received a tentative invitation to a 
disarmament conference in W ashing­ 
ton. The belief was expressed in a 
highly authoritative 
quarter 
today 
that all the powers invited will send 
representatives to discuss a cm i*i 
the world’s army and navy and 
to 
settle the questions hearing on tile 
Pacific and Far Eastern problems. 
That such an international gath­ 
ering will secure peace of the world 
was the statement of an official in 
emphasizing the importance of 
the 
step the administration has taken. It 
also explained why the proposal for 
the conferenee was broadened to in­ 
clude land armament a s well a s navy 
and army, why countries other than 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan were included, and it was in­ 
timated that a number o f obstacles 
heretofore appeared in tile way of 
disarmament may he wiped out be­ 
fore the conference actually meets. 
I he officials 
also said they were 
not yet clear as just how soon tile 
conference can he put under wax or 
how it can In* organized. 


Following the informal query to 
the great 
powers, asking whether 
they would be willing to enter into 
such a conference Secretary Hughes 
was preparing the 
official 
invita­ 
tions in order to be ready to dispatch 
them upon receipt of word that they 
are acceptable. 
Great Britain and Japan, through 
public 
statements o f their govern­ 
ment leaders 
have 
already hound 
themselves to join iii a disarmament 
conference 
if 
the 
United 
States 
should call it. 


Public opinion in France and Italy 
will not allow leaders of these na­ 
tions to refuse the invitation even 
if they should regard it unfavorably, 
it is believed here. 


China whose friendliness to

London, July l l — World peace de­ 
pends more upon friendly co-opera­ 
tion between the United States ami 
Great Britain than any other sing 
factor, Premier Lloyd George dc 
dared in addressing the house rn 
commons this afternoon. 
The premier made this assertion 
during a speech in which he virtual­ 
ly accepted for Great Britain th 
invitation of President Harding to 
participate in the disarmament con 
Terence. 
“The principals of our police pow 
cr are friendly co-operation with the 
I nited States,” he said. “ I am co n ­ 
vinced that iit»on that more than any 
other single factor depends tilt* ponce 
o f tin* world.” 
The premier said tHat “ we also de­ 
sire to maintain our friendship with 
Japan. 
Tho Anglo-Jnpnn alliance 
not only is a great benefit to ouV- 
selves but to the peace of the 
Far 
Fast,’’ he said. 
“The alliance re* 
mains in force and will lapse only 
twelve montiis after it is broken. It 
is a desire of the British empire aud 
Japan that the agreement shali 
be 
brought into complete accord with 
the league of nations which pre­ 
vails wherever inconsistency occurs ” 
Ambassador Harvey 
was under­ 
stood to have delivered 
Harding’s 
invitation personally to Lloyd George 
at Chequers 
court, 
the 
premier’s 
country home, yesterday afternoon. 
Premiers o f tile overseas domions 
who were spending the week-end with 
Lloyd George were present at 
the 
conference. 


The imperial conference was to he 
resumed late today and it was un­ 
derstood that discussion of renewal 
of 
the 
Anglo-Japanese 
alliance 
would 
he 
suspended 
temporarily 
pending developments in the disar­ 
mament situation. The Harding pro­ 
posal has inspired tremendous 
en­ 
thusiasm 
throughout 
the country, 
which is reflected in the press. 


Under Advisement at Paris 


Paris, July l l . — The French gov­ 
ernment 
has taken under advise­ 
ment President Harding’s proposal 
for a disarmament conference, 
it 
was learned here this afternoon . 
Scion 
Whitehouse, 
American 
charge-de-affairs, called at the for­ 
eign 
oflice 
on 
instructions 
from 
Washington to ascertain France’s a t­ 
titude. 
The foreign office advised that the 
reply would he made later. The in­ 
dications are that France will 
not 
make reservations only to the prox­ 
imity of Germany— if the conference 
should consider land disarmament. 
France will accept Pres. Hard­ 
ing’s invitation to participate in 
a 
disarmament conference of the prin­ 
cipal 
allied powers it was stated 
semi officially here today. In these 
same quarters Harding’s move was 
referred to as “the greatest step to ­ 
ward disarmament since the war.” 
Inclusion o f France and Italy in 
the conference, in addition to the or­ 
iginal proposed conferees— the Unit­ 
ed States, Great Britain and Japan— 
has created an extremely favorable 
impression 
throughout 
government 
circles.

A creages planted to corn and po" 
tatoes in 
Indiana, 
this 
year 
are 
practically the same as those 
for 
1920, but the tobacco acreage 
has 
been reduced 35 percent, according 
to the monthly report o f the co-op­ 
erative crop reporting service, 
is ­ 
sued today. Tile hot weather during 
the month has had a 
deteriorating 
effect on all crops and total produc­ 
tion shows a decided 
decline 
from 
the June forecast. The report 
fo l­ 
lows :— 
In the northern counties o f 
the 
state Ihe 
corn 
acreage 
generally 
show s a slight increase 
over 
last 
year, but in nearly all the southern 
counties a decrease is shown. This 
is due principally to getting back to 
regular rotation of crop acreage on 
the w e -w ar basis. I he total for the 
state is 4,545,000 acres and is ap­ 
proxim ate® tho sam e as last year. 
Tile condition as o f July I, is 
93 
percent of normal and 
indicates a 
total production of 185,981,000 bu­ 
shels 
compared 
with 
184.072,000 
bushels harvested last year. There is 
an exceptionally good stand and the 
plants are o f good color with prac­ 
tically all fields free 
from 
weeds, 
but the critical period has arrived. 
With the exception of a few local­

TO DISBAND SOON

Dissolved by August First, 
It is Announced

Paris, July l l — One of the most 
picturesque regiments of the French 
Army, the Second Hussars, has just 
had its disbandment ordered by the 
war ministry. It must, according to 
the order, be absolutely dissolved by 
August I. 
The regiment Avas first known as 
Chamborant Hussars, named for its 
commander in 1761, the Marquis of 
Chamborant. 
In 
those 
days 
the 
troopers wore fine high shakoes like 
the West Point cadeas, great furry 
affairs floating from their shoulders, 
and chestnut brown dolmans. Garbed 
in that operatic regalia, they fought 
through all the wars of the Revolu­ 
tion and those of Napoleon. One of

The Second also fought under the 


third Napoleon at Solfernio, and at 
M ars-la-Tour against the Germans 
in 1871. And it served all through

great war—in simple horizon 
blue, instead of iii the gaudy rega­ 
lia of former days. Before Aillv-sur- 
Nove in 1918 the Second left 75 per 
cent of i ts effectives on the field of 
battle.
